Queue-jumping

An inquiiy has found that 
queue-jumping has occurred 
in Alberta’s health-care sys¬ 
tem and an environment 
exists in which it could hap¬ 
pen again. 

Justice John Vertes says 
there was no basis to claims 
that queue-jumping was wide¬ 
spread and politicians were 
moving people to the front 
of the line. But there were in¬ 
stances where people got fast¬ 
er care and Vertes, a retired 
member of the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories Supreme Court, said 
policies need to be tightened 
to stop that. 

“The claim that it was not 
uncommon for senior execu¬ 
tives to receive requests for 
expedited care proved to be 
unfounded,” Vertes wrote in 
his report released Wednesday. 

“However ... the inquiry 
did in fact learn of incidents of 
improper preferential access 
and also identified several sys¬ 
temic issues that could foster 
an environment conducive to 


such improper access.” 

Vertes made 12 recommen¬ 
dations to help prevent abuses 
in the province’s $16-billion 
health-care system. Those 
recommendations included 
reducing wait times, which he 
said were at the heart of the 
problem. 

He suggested that the def¬ 
inition of queue-jumping and 
prohibitions against it be 
strengthened. He also said it 
should be mandatoiy to re¬ 
port instances when patients 
are being pushed to the front 
of the line and added that 
whistleblowers should be pro¬ 
tected. 

As well, Vertes said doc¬ 
tors should never give prior¬ 
ity under the guise of “pro¬ 
fessional courtesy” to other 
medical staff unless there is 
an emergency or compelling 
reason. 

Another recommendation 
was for a health advocate to 
advise patients and help them 
resolve complaints. 

The inquiiy was called by 
Premier Alison Redford in re¬ 
sponse to a report by the Al¬ 
berta Health Quality Council 
that found a variety of prob¬ 
lems involving patient wait 
times and administrative con¬ 
fusion. 

There was also controversy 
around comments made by 
former head of Alberta Health 
Services Stephen Duckett,

who claimed that preferential 
access to care was a common 
practice when he took over 
and politicians had fixers who 
could get valued constituents 
faster treatment.

Minister: Review 
meantto reassure 
U of A stakeholders 

Ensuring confidence at 
the University of Alberta is 
what’s driving an independ¬ 
ent review of the school’s fi¬ 
nances, which will cost the 
province around $70,000, 
the advanced education 
minister said Wednesday 

On Tuesday, consult¬ 
ants from Meyers Norris 
Penny began a review of 
the institution’s finances, 
said Thomas Lulcaszulc, who 
also serves as the province’s 
deputy premier. 

“The ultimate goal is to 
instil confidence in students 
and in Albertans and for¬ 
eign students and in donors 
and all the stakeholders of 
our university that this is a 
university that not only de¬ 
livers excellence in academ¬ 
ics, which it does, but also 
is managed in a veiy, veiy 
strict manner,” Lulcaszulc 
told Metro Wednesday 

Doug Goss, chair of U of 
A’s board of governors, said 
the financial review will 
be most “helpful” to the 
government. 

“I don’t know where 
he (Lulcaszulc) would have 
got the thought that this 
place wasn’t being run well. 
There seems to be some 
kind of notion that there is 
a bunch of money-washing 
around here.... I think it will 
be helpful for these consult¬ 
ants to come in and actually 
dispel all of these myths,” 
Goss said Wednesday. 

NDP advanced education 
critic Rachel Notley said 
appointing independent 
consultants is “an expen¬ 
sive optics move” by the 
government. “I think we 
could replace the minister 
of advanced education for 
free and instil far more 
confidence,” she said.

U of A spends $850K on 
government relations 


Spending. Budget is 
more than three times 
that of 1) of C, but school 
official defends cost 


While the University of Alberta 
is facing deep cuts to programs 
and faculties, it’s spending 
$850,000 a year on government 
and corporate relations. 

According to the school, the 
department’s seven staff are 
the first point of contact for 
government officials and also 
advocates for the school to gov¬ 
ernment. 

“People need to know more 
about us. They need to know 
about our impact. They need 
to know about the things we 


accomplish as an institution,” 
said the school’s vice-president 
of university relations, Debra 
Pozega Osbum, defending the 
expense. 

The school has community 
and media-relations offices, but 
she said it also has to have an 
ear open to government. 

“The government is a huge 
stakeholder and a veiy im¬ 
portant audience to us. I can’t 
imagine why we would not 
want to tell the stoiy to govern¬ 
ment,” she said. 

Advanced Education Minis¬ 
ter Thomas Lulcaszulc said he 
hasn’t dealt with the depart¬ 
ment before. 

“My office is veiy approach¬ 
able. Anyone in that school can 
pick up a phone and call us dir¬ 
ectly,” he said. 


He added it’s not his job 
to tell an institution how to 
spend its dollars, but in this 
tough budget year he has asked 
schools to do their best to spare 
the classroom. 

Pozega Osbum said there 
were significant cuts to the en¬ 
tire U of A university-relations 
portfolio. 

“We have reduced staffing 
in that area as well as across my 
portfolio,” she said. 

Adam Woods, the vice- 
president external of the 
University of Alberta Stu¬ 
dents’ Union, said he finds 
the $850,000 number hard to 
understand. 

“They haven’t justified any¬ 
thing to me yet, but they are 
more than welcome to try,” he

Letting police officers hand 
out tickets for pot posses¬ 
sion could help an overbur¬ 
dened police system, says 
Edmonton’s top cop. 

The Canadian Association 
of Chiefs of Police passed a 
resolution this week propos¬ 
ing that the federal govern¬ 
ment introduce an option 
for police to ticket a per¬ 


son found with less than 30 
grams of marijuana. 

At an informal meeting 
with media on Wednesday, 
Rod Knecht said while he 
wasn’t in attendance when 
the topic was debated and 
voted on, he has discussed 
it with several chiefs who 
were there and he supports 
the resolution. 

“I think this is more 
about the economics of poli¬ 
cing, the cost of policing and 
the cost to the criminal jus¬ 
tice system,” Knecht said. 

“You give someone a tick¬ 
et as opposed to this long, 
convoluted process.” 

On Tuesday, association 
president Jim Chu, who is 
chief constable of the Van¬ 
couver Police Service, said 
having the option of writing 
tickets to penalize cannabis 
users caught with less than 


30 grams of the substance 
would reduce policing and 
court costs. 

Knecht said the topic isn’t 
about decriminalization or 
legalizing pot. Rather, it’s 
about creating efficiencies 
among police forces. 

He said the paperwork 
for those found with mari¬ 
juana can be cumbersome 
and things haven’t changed 
since he first became a po¬ 
lice officer. 

Talk of creating efficien¬ 
cies within Canada’s police 
forces comes as Knecht said 
Edmonton police are deal¬ 
ing with an increase in the 
number of calls, which are 
exceeding the city’s popula¬ 
tion growth. 

“We’re struggling to 
keep up with calls,” Knecht 
admitted.

Whitemud. Mayor, city 
butt heads over keeping 
speed limit at 80 km/h 


Speed limits on the Whitemud 
will stay the same for now, but 
Mayor Stephen Mandel still 
wants to see traffic moving 
faster. 

Mandel slammed city ad¬ 
ministration for a report on the 
issue at Wednesday’s transpor¬ 
tation committee meeting. He 
said the 80 km/h speed limit on 
the road makes no sense. 

The city’s transportation de¬ 
partment concluded the speed 
limit could not be increased 
without making it unsafe. 

Mandel said he believes driv¬ 
ing behaviour, not road design, 
is what causes crashes. 

“There are people who are 


bad drivers, but they are bad 
drivers at 80 or 70 or 110. There 
is no doubt in my mind that we 
can increase the speed limit,” 
he said. 

Council left the limit alone 
for now, but has asked for a 
more detailed report to come 
back next spring. 

Barry Belcourt, the city’s 
acting general manager of 
transportation, said an increase 
would shave off no more than 
four minutes. 

“At the end of the day, do 
you want to get from one end 
to the other faster or do you 
want to get there safer?” he 
asked, ryantumilty/metro

pedway 
report set 
for 2014 

A pedway from the Coli¬ 
seum LRT station to the 
Edmonton Expo Centre 
moved a step closer to real¬ 
ity on Wednesday as coun¬ 
cil asked for more informa¬ 
tion about the project.

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Watchdog is ‘fully taxed,’

The provincial agency tasked 
with investigating incidents 
involving serious injury or 
death at the hands of police 
is fully stretched and needs 
more resources, the city’s top 
cop says. 

“I think important things 
need to be properly resourced 
and I think ASIRT is an import¬ 
ant thing for the public and 
it’s an important thing to our 
community,” police Chief Rod 
Knecht said on Wednesday dur¬ 
ing an informal meeting with 
media. 

The Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team has launched 
four investigations this month 
stemming from officer-in¬ 
volved incidents resulting in 
death or serious injury. 

“They had a slow period 
here.... Now, they can’t keep 
up. They are fully taxed. As a 
matter of fact, we’ve looked at 
turning an investigation over 
to them in the last few days 
and they’re saying, ‘We’re at 
capacity right now, we don’t 
know if we have the resour¬ 
ces,”’ Knecht said. 



In an email to Metro, Sarah 
Jackson, a spokesperson for 
ASIRT, said while there has 
been a recent spike in the 
workload at ASIRT, “we have 
experienced situations like this 
previously.” 

“While we are busy, the 
public can be confident that 
ASIRT is conducting thorough, 
independent and objective in¬ 
vestigations and should more 
investigations be assigned to 
our team, we are ready to re¬ 


spond and maintain the high¬ 
est level of integrity and stan¬ 
dards,” Jackson said. 

Knecht said making sure 
oversight bodies have resour¬ 
ces and tools to get a job done 
quickly is part of police ac¬ 
countability. 

Jackson, meanwhile, 
said ASIRT is “adequately re¬ 
sourced.” 

“Our goal is to be as efficient 
as we can, with the resources 
that we have,” she wrote.

It could be a reference to a 
scatological sexual act, or 
simply a boast from a vehicle 
owner named Carl who consid¬ 
ers himself quite attractive. 

Regardless, Service Alberta 
is looking into a personalized 
plate that reads “HOTCARL.” 

The somewhat obscure 
term would probably go un¬ 
noticed by most, but those fam¬ 
iliar with its dirtier meaning 
might be surprised to see it on 
a vehicle tag, which is technic¬ 
ally the property of the Crown. 

Still, it apparently sailed 
through the approval pro¬ 


cess when it was registered 
in 1998, said Service Alberta 
spokesman Mike Berezowsky. 

“So that’s before urban 
dictionaiy,” he said, referring 
to the online reference manu¬ 
al of modern slang. 

The province routinely 
checks that website and 
other online sources when 
asked to approve new person¬ 
alized plates that have “any 
ambiguity” in their meaning, 
Berezowsky added. 

“They are representative 
of Alberta, so we really don’t 
want anything that might 
offend people,” he said. “If 
there’s an objectionable plate 
that’s brought to our atten¬ 
tion we can review it and if 
necessary have it returned.” 

Service Alberta received 
7,592 applications for person¬ 
alized plates in 2012-13. Of 
those, 212 were rejected. 

Examples of plates de¬ 
nied in the past include: 
H8TR, STONERR, D3ATH, 
OVERDOSE, PIMP IT, IH8MYEX 
and SUX2BU2.

City approves pedestrian 
warning lights on Scona 

Pedestrian crossing signals are 
coming to the intersection of 
Scona Road and Saskatchewan 
Drive as the neighbourhood 
continues to push to slow 
down the commuter traffic 
cutting through it.

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New hope in Cairo. Envoy 
says detained Canadians 
could be freed early 


Two Canadians detained in 
Cairo remained behind bars 
Wednesday as an uneasy 
calm allowed the reopening 
of the Canadian embassy in 
the Egyptian capital. 

Egypt’s ambassador to 
Canada said Tarek Loubani 
and John Greyson could 
conceivably be freed before 
the end of the 15-day period 
that prosecutors said they 
were ordered detained. 

“Technically, it is pos¬ 
sible, because these are 
maximum (detention) times 
allowed by the law,” Ambas¬ 
sador Wael Aboulmagd said. 

“I think the first period 
will be four days, and then 
... the prosecutor decides if 
he needs more time.”

The Egyptian embassy in Ottawa has 
received more than 600 emails and 
phone calls from supporters of the two 
Canadians since their detention in Cairo. 


Aboulmagd stressed, 
however, that under Egypt’s 
judicial system, he could 
not interfere in the process, 
and it would be entirely up 
to prosecutors to decide 
whether to release the men. 

Loubani, a doctor from 
London, Ont., and Greyson, 
a Toronto filmmaker, were 
detained on Friday by Egyp¬ 
tian police. 

Friends and family say 
they were in Cairo after 
making an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to enter Gaza, where 
Loubani teaches emergency 
medicine and Greyson was 
exploring the prospects of 
making a documentary. 

Canadian consular offi¬ 
cials were expected to meet 
with the two men on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The public prosecutor’s 
office in Cairo says the men 
face a range of accusations, 
including threatening se¬ 
curity and social peace and 
possessing ammunition and 
explosives.

“Their mouths were foam¬ 
ing, their pupils were con¬ 
stricted and those who were 
brought in while still alive 
could not draw their breaths 
and died subsequently,” he 
said. 

The Syrian regime called 
claims of the attack “abso¬ 
lutely baseless.”

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WikiLeaks leaker gets 35 years 


U.S. soldier Bradley Manning 
was sentenced Wednesday to 
35 years in prison for giving 
hundreds of thousands of 
classified military and diplo¬ 
matic documents to the anti¬ 
secrecy group WikiLeaks, the 
largest such leak in Amer¬ 
ican history. 

The military judge didn’t of¬ 
fer any explanation for the sen¬ 
tence. Manning stood at atten¬ 
tion and appeared not to react. 


The closely watched case 
has seen the 25-year-old called 
both a whistleblower and a 
traitor, and it opened a fierce 
debate on national security 
and freedom of expression. 

Manning’s prominent sup¬ 
porters have included Daniel 
Ellsberg, whose sensational 
leak of the Pentagon Papers in 
the early 1970s exposed U.S. 
government lies about the 
Vietnam War.

Manning’s rank was 
reduced, he was dishonourably 
discharged and he forfeited his

Sen. Wallin 
on the hook 
for $139K 
after audit 


Paying back the 
taxpayer. Senate sets 
final tab for senator's 
disallowed travel- 
expense claims 


Sen. Pamela Wallin’s final bill 
is in — and it’s a whopper. 

The embattled Saskatch¬ 
ewan senator and former 
Conservative caucus member 
was informed Wednesday 
that she’ll have to reimburse 
the Senate a grand total of 
$138,970 for ineligible travel 
expense claims. 

Wallin was already on the 
hook for $121,348 after an in¬ 
dependent audit of her travel 
expenses, released last week. 
The auditors advised another 
$21,000 in questionable 
claims should be reviewed 
by the Senate’s internal econ¬ 
omy committee. 

Those claims involved 
travel to what the self-de¬ 
scribed “activist senator” 
deemed “networking events” 
and other special events, in¬ 
cluding speeches. 


The report 


The audit report, which 
looked at Wallin’s claims 
dating back to 2009, listed 
13 networking events, 
which Wallin had described 
as primarily lunch or dinner 
meetings with unidentified 
representatives of the busi¬ 
ness, arts and charitable 
communities. 


The committee conclud¬ 
ed Wednesday that Wal¬ 
lin should pay back most 
of those additional claims, 
worth $17,622. 

The decision comes as no 
surprise. Last week’s audit re¬ 
port noted that the internal 
economy committee’s steer¬ 
ing committee had already re¬ 
viewed Wallin’s travel claims 
for so-called networking events 
and had concluded that “while 
occasional exceptional occur¬ 
rences for special events might 
be acceptable, the volume and 
pattern of the events fisted 
(by Wallin) would not qualify 
them as Senate business.”

Stephen Harper took up arms 
— albeit antique ones — for 
some target practice on the 
Arctic tundra and plied the 
frigid waters of the Northwest 
Passage in a sovereignty patrol 


meant to show solidarity with 
Canadian Rangers. 

Both the prime minister 
and Defence Minister Rob 
Nicholson went shooting late 
Tuesday with the First World 
War-vintage .303 Lee Enfield 
rifles, first introduced to the 
British Army in 1895. They are 
the standard-issue weapon for 
the aboriginal reservists — the 
part-time soldiers comprising 
the Rangers who spend their 
days patrolling the vast, deso¬ 


late tundra. 

The weapons were pur¬ 
chased in the 1950s and a 
statement from Harper’s of¬ 
fice on Wednesday said the 
government plans to begin 
replacing them in 2016.

Russian officials are refusing 
to allow a Greenpeace ice¬ 
breaker into that countiy’s 
oil-rich Arctic seas as multi¬ 
national energy companies 
begin opening those waters to 
development. 

Officials with the environ¬ 
mental group say Russia’s 
refusal is an attempt to keep 
international scrutiny away 
from the controversial de¬ 
velopments.

“These western companies 
are coming to Russia to oper¬

Sunrise, which is expected to 
cross into Russian waters Fri¬ 
day.

magical Kayakers' plan 
was to raise money to

Two Halifax kayakers have 
successfully paddled more 
than 175 kilometres from 
Nova Scotia to Sable Island in 
what they are describing as a 
life-changing experience.

He described the trip last 
weekend to Sable Island, a 
40-lcilometre-long sliver of 
land southeast of Halifax 
that’s home to wild horses, as

the most physical challenge 
he has ever experienced. 

“We just kept reminding 
ourselves why we were doing 
it and realizing that these kids

We could suffer 
through it for 24 hours.” 

Carter, a 28-year-old school 
teacher from Ste. Anne, Man., 
said La Pierre approached him 
three years ago with the idea 
of paddling to Sable Island for 
charity. 

“It’s been definitely sug¬ 
gested that we’re a little 
crazy,” said Carter. 

“The ocean is definitely a 


fickle beast out there and the 
weather can change pretty 
quickly.” 

“It was easy to be able to 
justify and be able to power 
through the pain when you 
knew ... the cause you were 
working towards,” said La 
Pierre. 

He described their sight 
of Sable Island on Sunday 
morning as nothing short of 
overwhelming, despite the 
exhaustion.

Was it the Cronut 
Burger? 5 hospitalized 
as vendor who offered 
popular treat closes 
down as precaution 


At least 34 people have re¬ 
ported symptoms of foodbome 
illnesses at the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Exhibition in Toronto, 
public-health officials said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Dr. Lisa Berger said Epic 
Burger and Waffles, which sells 
Cronut Burgers, will volun¬ 
tarily remain closed as a pre¬ 
caution while health officials 
continue their investigation. 

“All the food that was avail¬ 
able at that food premises has 
been disposed of,” Berger said. 
“Samples of that food have 
been sent to the public-health 
laboratoiy for sampling.” 

Berger said a three-hour in¬ 
spection of the Cronut Burger 


maker was conducted Wed¬ 
nesday after people reported 
vomiting, diarrhea and stom¬ 
ach cramps on Tuesday night. 

Paramedics treated 12 
people who had symptoms of 


gastrointestinal illnesses. Five 
of those were taken to hospital. 

Health officials are asking 
anyone who suffered a food¬ 
bome illness at the CNE to con¬ 
tact them. 


Berger also noted that there 
are a number of ways people 
can become ill at the fair, such 
as “the hot weather we’ve had 
lately, dehydration, heat, food.”

Michael Hallatt has never 
worked harder for what he 
says is less money, reselling 
someone else’s products. 

For a year and a half, Hal¬ 
latt has made trips across 
the border, spending almost 
$350,000 stocking up on 
goods at U.S. grocery giant 
Trader Joe’s, and then resell¬ 
ing them at his Vancouver 
store, Pirate Joe’s. 

The shelves of Pirate 
Joe’s are lined with eveiy- 
thing from canned goods 
and cereals to baking mixes 
and pasta sauces, all bearing 
Trader Joe’s federally regis¬ 
tered trademark logo. 

Now, Hallatt has been 
slapped with a lawsuit by the 
U.S. retailer, alleging trade¬ 
mark infringement, false ad¬ 
vertising, and other things 
that it says hurt the com¬ 
pany’s brand. 

The lawsuit, filed in May, 
alleges that not only is Hal¬ 
latt not authorized to resell 
Trader Joe’s products, he is 
misleading people by dress¬ 
ing up the shop in a way 



that looks similar to the U.S. 
stores. 

Hallatt maintains that 
everything he is doing is 
legal. 

“I knew there would be 
legal jeopardy, but I knew 
I was operating within my 
legal right, so I decided I 
would defend myself if it 
came down to it, and it did,” 
he said Wednesday.

Mental health. Police 
association says other 
levels of government 
have pushed burden 
onto Canadian cops 


Canada’s police chiefs say gov¬ 
ernments must “step up” and 
provide more support for the 
mentally ill. 


The Canadian Association 
of Chiefs of Police, which has 
been meeting in Winnipeg, 
says lack of health-care fund¬ 
ing is putting people with 
mental-health issues on the 
streets. 

Association president Jim 
Chu says police should not 
be the front line on mental- 
health issues. 

Chu, who is chief constable 
of the Vancouver Police Ser¬ 


PQ religious-symbol ban. 

Doctor says province will 
lose many public workers 



Quebec will lose public em¬ 
ployees including doctors if the 
government insists on banning 
religious symbols in the work¬ 
place, says a physician from 
Montreal’s Sikh community. 

A media report this week 
published leaked details of the 
controversial Parti Quebecois 
proposal — saying it would pro¬ 
hibit people like doctors, teach¬ 
ers and public-daycare workers 
from donning turbans, kippas, 
hijabs and visible crucifixes. 

The debate also created 
waves at the federal level Wed¬ 
nesday, with Liberal Leader Jus¬ 
tin Trudeau becoming the first 
federal politician to weigh in 
strongly against the plan. 

Dr. Sanjeet Singh Saluja, 
who wears a turban as part of 
his faith, said Wednesday that 
the PQ’s controversial “Charter 
of Quebec Values” would drive 
people from the Sikh, Jewish 
and Muslim communities away. 


“The sad thing is I don’t 
know if I'd be able to 
stay here in Quebec.” 

Dr. Sanjeet Singh Saluja, an emergency- 
room doctor with the McGill University 
Health Centre 

“Even though I love my 
practice here in Quebec, my 
faith is something that’s im¬ 
portant to me and I don’t feel 
comfortable giving up that part 
of my persona and I don’t think 
a lot of people would be willing 
to, either” 

Saluja, who was bom and 
raised in Montreal, said this 
type of legislation could have a 
significant impact on hospital 
wait times in Montreal because 
many resident physicians in 
the city come from Middle East¬ 
ern countries and wear hijabs.

vice, says officers spend too 
much time in waiting rooms 
and dealing with people who 
don’t have adequate social 
and medical support. 

For example, Chu says 
the number of people appre¬ 
hended by police under the 
Mental Health Act has more 
than quadmpled since 2002 
— more than 2,600 people in 
Vancouver so far this year. 

He says the focus needs 


to shift from dealing with a 
crisis to preventing it in the 
first place. 

“Other levels of govern¬ 
ment ... by not taking re¬ 
sponsibility for helping the 
mentally ill (have) pushed 
the workload onto the front¬ 
line police officer and that’s 
wrong.” 

Chu pointed out that po¬ 
lice services throughout Can¬ 
ada are investing in education 


and tiying to develop new 
models for officers who deal 
with the mentally ill. 

One approach has been to 
include mental-health profes¬ 
sionals on response units. 

A conference is planned 
for next March on the issue. 
It’s a joint initiative between 
the police chiefs association 
and the Mental Health Com¬ 
mission.

India. City shut down in 
protest after anti-charlatan 
crusader gunned down 


The killing of an Indian activ¬ 
ist against superstition and 
religious charlatans prompted 
hundreds of protesters to shut 
down Pune, a city near Mum¬ 
bai, on Wednesday as a group 
of Indian scientists decried an 
“atmosphere of intolerance 
and anti-science attitude” that 
could undermine develop¬ 
ment. 

Narendra Dabhollcar, 67, 
a doctor-tumed-activist, had 
been receiving death threats 
for years since he began trav¬ 
elling by public buses to hun¬ 
dreds of villages around Maha¬ 
rashtra state to lecture against 
superstitions, religious ex¬ 
tremism, black magic and 
animal or human sacrifice, 
according to his friend and 
fellow activist Deepalc Girme. 

“He wanted to expose the 
people who cheat the poor in 
the name of gods, who prom¬ 
ise false cures for cancer or

do black magic to perform so- 
called miracles,” Girme said. 

“He would say he was a 
medical doctor but that super¬ 
stition was a bigger disease 
causing a lot of harm, espe¬ 
cially to the poor and the gul¬ 
lible.” 

Hundreds of students and 
activists marched through the 
streets of Pune to protest the 
killing. Some carried banners 
in the local Marathi language 
reading “You can kill a person 
with a bullet, but you can’t 
kill his thoughts.”

Freight railroads 
want OK to tape 
employees 

At least two major U.S. 
freight railroads are seeking 
to install cameras in their 
locomotives to make sure 
crews are following rules and 
avoiding cellphone use. 

Union Pacific asked a 
federal judge this week to 
declare it has the author¬ 
ity to install the cameras 


under the railroad’s existing 
labour agreements. Kansas 
City Southern railroad won 
a similar lawsuit last month 
over the objections of labour 
unions. 

The National Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board 
recommended installing 
the inward-facing cameras 
to monitor crews after the 
2008 collision of a Metrolinlc 
commuter train and a Union 
Pacific train in southern 
California that killed 25 and 
injured more than 100.

Hundreds of hours 
remain sealed for 
national security, 
privacy reasons 


U.S. President Richard Nixon 
and Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev chatted warmly in 


the White House before a his¬ 
toric summit in June 1973, as 
revealed by secretly recorded 
tapes released Wednesday. 

The long talk was captured 
on a hidden recording system 
that Nixon used to tape 3,700 
hours of conversations be¬ 
tween Februaiy 1971 and July 
1973. 

The final chronological 
instalment of those tapes — 
340 hours — was made public 


Wednesday by the National 
Archives and Records Adminis¬ 
tration, along with more than 
140,000 pages of text docu¬ 
ments. 

Nixon and Brezhnev, who 
met one-on-one with only an 
interpreter present, talked for 
an hour on June 18, 1973, and 
chatted about personal topics. 
The conversation happened be¬ 
fore the start of a historic sev¬ 
en-day summit that was part 


of Nixon’s larger strategy of 
detente with the Soviet Union. 

The conversation is remark¬ 
able because of the camarad¬ 
erie, said Luke Nichter of Texas 
A&M University-Central Texas, 
who runs a website cataloging 
Nixon’s secret recordings. 

“These are Cold War 
archenemies who are talking 
like old friends,” he said. “This 
is very unusual.”

Mike Allan wasn’t lucid 
enough even to count down 
the final days to his death. 

Laid out in a hospice, 
doped up on heavy painkill¬ 
ers and with his family hav¬ 
ing exhausted all possible av¬ 
enues to treat his advanced 
Stage 4b metastatic melan¬ 
oma, the Prince George, B.C., 
man had nothing left to do 
but live out the rest of his life 
in medicated ignorance. 

Until his wife, Karen, re¬ 
ceived a call from Edmon¬ 
ton’s Cross Cancer Institute. 

“‘I have an idea that 
might work, but you have 
to get him here right now,”’ 
Allan, 55, says, relaying his 
doctor’s call. “They threw me 
in the back of the truck with 
an oxygen mask and drove to 
Edmonton.” 

Flying wasn’t an option. 

In his condition, trans¬ 
porting Allan to Edmonton 
by plane would have cost 
$16,000. 

Heavily medicated, Allan 
doesn’t remember anything 
about that first eight-hour 
journey from northern B.C. 
to Edmonton in March of 
2011. 

All he knows, and all that 
matters, is that within a 
week of going on the clinical 
trial for dabrafenib (available 
only at the Cross Cancer In¬ 
stitute at the time), he mir¬ 
aculously went from being 
a terminal patient receiving 
end-of-life care to being able 
to breathe on his own. 

“I’m still alive!” Allan says 
when asked how he’s fared 
since, a common response 
for many cancer survivors. 

Making that boast was 
virtually unthinkable when 
physicians in B.C. deter¬ 
mined the grandfather had 
run out of treatment options 
for his skin cancer in 2009. 

“Everywhere we went 
within the regular system, it 
was always ‘no, no, no’ and 
very negative,” Allan recalls. 

It wasn’t until he con¬ 
sulted with Dr. Michael 
Smylie, a renowned oncolo¬ 
gist at the Cross Cancer In¬ 
stitute, that the narrative 
changed. 

“He looked at my chart, 




looked up at me and (said), 
‘I can keep you alive,”’ Allan 
says. “It was inspirational 
that there was hope.” 

Since his astonishing 
turnaround, Allan has be¬ 
come something of a med¬ 
ical tourist. 

The last person still under¬ 
taking his particular clinical 
trial (recently approved by 
the federal government as a 
treatment Canada-wide), Al¬ 


lan hops in his pickup truck 
and drives to Edmonton 
eveiy three months for three 
days of exhaustive tests, 
treatment and followups. 

He’s not alone. 

Every year, an unknown 
but sizable number of pa¬ 
tients (the Canadian Institute 
for Health Information says 
there were 43,590 out-of- 
province hospitalizations in 
2011-12, but does not provide 


details on the kind of treat¬ 
ments received) leave their 
communities for centres of 
excellence across the coun¬ 
try that offer cutting-edge 
therapies and expertise that 
can’t be found elsewhere. 

The stresses and costs of 
travelling outside their com¬ 
munities for potentially life¬ 
saving care are staggering for 
the families involved. 

Since clinical trials aren’t 


covered under B.C.’s medical- 
services plan, Allan and his 
wife (with the help of some 
organizations such as Save 
Your Skin Foundation) put up 
the bulk of the travel and ac¬ 
commodation costs for each 
visit to Edmonton. 

It’s a trip they made 27 
times in 2011, 19 times in 
2012 and 16 times so far in 
2013. 

Some expenses can be 
written off through federal 
tax benefits, but that covers 
only a fraction of the cost. 

“If I had known how ex¬ 
pensive it was going to be, I 
would have bought a house 
in Edmonton,” Allan jokes. 

And then there’s the long, 
winding 740-lcilometre drive 
through some of Canada’s 
harshest terrain. 

It’s treacherous at the 
best of times, and a night¬ 
mare when winter hits the 
Rockies. 

“That’s the most stressful 
part for us,” Allan says. “The 
circumstances can be beyond 
your control. We’ve been 
stuck for 19 hours once be¬ 
cause of a crash ahead of us.” 

Though he knows the 
cancer can come back at any 
point, linking up with an ex¬ 
pert in treating melanoma 
has bought Allan priceless 
time with his family, includ¬ 
ing the birth of his grandson, 
Ryder. 


Cost of out-of-town care 


$2,800 

The cost for families who need to travel to 
get crucial health care can vary greatly. 
Canuck Place — which covers the expense 
for its families — says it costs approxi¬ 
mately $2,800 to feed a family of four per 
month at the hospice. 


$ 3,100 

Medical and nursing costs at the hospice 
range from $1,500 a day for a patient 
booked in for respite (usually a stable 
patient staying seven days at a time with 
family members to relax) to $2,500 for 
pain and symptom management, and 
$3,100 for a child receiving end-of-life 
care. 


$40K 

Clinical trials for new drugs and treat¬ 
ments can also be expensive, though 
pharmaceutical companies often pick 
up the bill. Save Your Skin Foundation 
founder Kathleen Barnard’s clinical trial 
for melanoma cost a total of $40,000, but 
was covered by the drug company. 


$3.3M 

Hope Air — a registered charity that 
offers free flights for patients to get out- 
of-town health care — spent $3.3 million 
in 2012,82 per cent of that directly on 
providing 6,091 flights. 

It says 28 per cent of clients would 
otherwise have cancelled or postponed 
treatment had it not been for Hope Air’s 
flight.

Specialized care can drastic¬ 
ally increase quality of life 
even when arduous travel is 
involved.

Their first son, Kaden, was bom 
with a life-limiting heart dis¬ 
ease and was quickly linked in 
with Vancouver’s Canuck Place 
Children’s Hospice — the pedi¬ 
atric palliative-care provider in 
B.C. with 77 per cent of its 450 
annual patients coming from 
outside the Metro Vancouver 
area. 

The family of four accessed 
Canuck Place for treatment, 
pain management, counselling 
and respite services for many 
years (they moved to Ontario at 
one point but returned for the 
drier climate of Kelowna and 
the care at Canuck Place) until 


Kaden died in September 2010 
at the age of 16. 

“The only option locally 
would be to have him admitted 
into hospital,” mother Jennifer 
Thomas said. 

Physicians at Canuck Place 
devised effective treatment and 
pain-management plans for 
Kaden — pain that local doc¬ 
tors had trouble controlling — 
and liaised with Kelowna care 
providers to ensure the wheel¬ 
chair-bound boy was comfort¬ 
able at home. 

Hospice staff were able 
to answer “all the hard ques¬ 
tions” when local pediatricians 
couldn’t, Thomas said. 

“We have just a handful of 
pediatric palliative-care phys¬ 
icians in the province, and five 
of them are here,” said Canuck 
Place CEO Margaret McNeil. “A 



family wants to go somewhere 
where they know has the best 
experience with a particular 
disease. And because they’re 
veiy complicated, it’s hard for 
a local pediatrician to have that 
experience.” 

Beyond medical care, Can¬ 
uck Place takes the stress off 
families with counselling, 


family activities and camp trips 
many take for granted. 

“We didn’t have any support 
like that outside of B.C.,” Thom¬ 
as said. “It made a significant 
difference with our life, mar¬ 
riage and relationship with our 
children.” 

Canuck Place — which gets 
80 per cent of its funding from 
donors — foots the bill. 

“We really want to make it 
easy for families to be here,” 
McNeil said. “We believe that 
there should be no barriers.” 

There are countless organ¬ 
izations that ease the financial 
burden of patients who must 
leave their communities. 

Facilities such as Easter Seals 
House Vancouver offer rooms 
for $20 a night, so patients 
don’t pay premium hotel rates 
while travelling for procedures. 


The logistics and cost alone 
can be a defeating experience, 
says Save Your Skin Foundation 
founder Kathleen Barnard. 

She ran the gamut in 2005 
after being diagnosed with mel¬ 
anoma and is now dedicated to 
making the process easier for 
skin-cancer patients. 

“It was so tough for us as 


a family,” Barnard said. “Do 
I want to spend that much 
money and leave home on 
something offering a five per 
cent success rate or is it just an 
added burden?” 

Organizations such as Bar¬ 
nard’s exist so families don’t 
have to compromise.

Austria. Canadian 
auto-parts billionaire 
takes his shirt off in 
bid for political office 


Austria’s general-election cam¬ 
paign is heating up with two 
high-profile contenders — one 
of them a Canadian — going 
way beyond rolling up their 
shirt sleeves. They’ve taken the 
shirts right off. 

Borrowing a page from 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin’s playbook, the beefcake 
displays are the latest twist in 
the rivalry between populist 
Canadian candidate Frank 
Stronach and Heinz-Christian 
Strache, head of the anti-immi¬ 
grant and EU-skeptic Freedom 
Party. 

The two are both seeking 
the protest vote in Austria’s 
Sept. 29 election. On a contin¬ 
ent where mainstream elec¬ 
tioneering is normally a staid 
affair, Stronach was first to 
doff his shirt. 

Wearing jeans and a smile, 
he revealed a trim 80-year- 
old upper body as he stood 
next to his private lake dur¬ 
ing weekend interviews with

“I don’t need 
to be ashamed of my body,” 
said the billionaire founder of 
auto-parts giant Magna Inter¬ 
national. 

Strache responded immedi¬ 
ately. A photo of the tanned 
and athletic 42-year-old clad 
in swimming trunks appeared 
Sunday on his Faceboolc page, 
with the caption “top fit in the 
election campaign!” 

The battle went into Round 
2 on Monday, with Austria’s 
major newspapers canying 
the photos along with articles 
debating whether they con¬ 
stituted below-the-belt cam¬ 
paigning. 

Commenting on the “naked 
duel,” the tabloid Oesterreich 
praised Stronach for “show¬ 
ing the new self-confidence 
of the generation ‘60 plus.’ In 


politics. In fitness. In looks.” 
But it warned that Strache’s de¬ 
cision to challenge Stronach’s 
gambit “with his fitness-centre 
muscles” now risks turning the 
campaign into a circus. 

The rivalry started when 


Stronach founded his Team 
Stronach organization last year. 
It aims for the same voters 
that Strache’s Freedom Party 
views as its own — Austrians 
disenchanted with both the 
conservative People’s Party and 


the Socialists, parties that now 
form the government coalition. 
While differing on some issues, 
both Stronach’s and Strache’s 
parties are campaigning on the 
need for change. 

Strache’s party regularly 


polled third with support close 
to 30 per cent before the bil¬ 
lionaire entered the fray, but 
the Freedom Party leader now 
says he will be happy with 
20 per cent of the vote next

Google has been holding meet¬ 
ings with the National Football 
League, raising speculation that 
the Internet monolith is seek¬ 
ing new inroads into television. 

Other tech companies like 
Apple are reportedly in talks 
with cable providers to boost 
access to blockbuster television 
shows through their devices. 

With Google sitting on a 
cash pile of $48 billion US, the 
league’s Sunday Ticket package 
is easily within its reach. The 
NFL confirmed its meetings 
with Google but declined to dis¬

“Members of our office meet 
often with innovative leaders 
in Silicon Valley and around 
the world,” the NFL said in a 
statement.

Writer Brad Fraser is known for 
his bold, edgy and in-your-face 
work.

What you may not know 
about the Edmonton born 
and raised talent is that he 
has a close family member 
with special needs. 

“My nephew is definitely 
an inspiration,” said Fraser, 
who pulled inspiration for 
his latest work latest. Kill Me 
Now, from his family life. 

“To make it as a writer, 
you need to find great things 
to write about from the world 
around you. The double edge 
sword is that once you get what 
you want and are discovered, it 
often takes you away from your 
subject matter,” Fraser said. 
“As a playwright, I am fascin¬ 
ated by dialect and so I found 
myself fascinated with my 
nephew. He has a language 


most people find unintelli¬ 
gible at first, but it is, in fact, 
his language.” 

Ki ll Me Now follows a once- 
promising writer named Jake 
Sturdy who finds himself wid¬ 
owed and taking care of his 
daughter and a severely dis¬ 
abled teenage son. When a de¬ 
bilitating condition strikes one 
of the family members, they 
are all forced to face the reality 
of pain, mortality, and the true 
price of love. 

“I find there is a big differ¬ 
ence between living life and 
having a quality of life,” adds 
Fraser. 

“The play is a huge artistic 
step for a writer who is already 
one of Canada’s bravest play¬ 
wrights,” says Michael Clark, 
who cast the show and is artis¬ 
tic director for Workshop West 
Theatre, which is premiering 
the play on Friday, Sept. 6. 

Fraser admits this comedic 
tragedy “walks a fine line in 
terms of being heartbreaking 
or offensive.” But, Fraser says 
the show promises a twist that 
will keep audiences talking 
well after the curtain call.

For years, director, writer, 
cinematographer (and occa¬ 
sional actor) Adam Wingard 
has laboured in the world of 
indie horror. After numerous 
shorts (including the V/H/S 
series), he made You’re Next. 
Written by Simon Barrett, the 
film is a home invasion thrill¬ 
er with enough loose indie 
acting — and a sick sense of 
humour — to make it stand 
out. Made in 2011, it’s now 
receiving a decent release by 
Lionsgate. 

I read that you were 
shocked when You’re Next 
got a strong audience recep¬ 
tion during an early test 
screening. Were you not 
trying to make something 
to cross over? 

Going into it, I was actually 
trying to make something 
more accessible, something 
that could be seen in a 
mainstream light as opposed 
to the movies we’d done up 
to this point.... As a kid, I 


watched a lot of crazy, big- 
budget Hollywood movies, 
horror films and so forth. 
Those were the kind of 
things that initially made me 
want to make movies. 

But the film still has a loose 
style. 

I did want to use aspects of 
what you would normally 
consider a conventional cine¬ 
matic language and integrate 
it into my kind of style. Still, 

I couldn’t rely on overly 
shaky handheld camera 
movements and weird edi¬ 
ting styles. Normal audience 
members, they just want to 
be involved in the story. 

Are you reluctant to do 
more studio work? 

I feel like as a filmmaker you 
have to give the studio thing 
a shot because at the end of 
the day every time you make 
an indie film, you’re taking 
a gamble.... Will somebody 
pick up this film? What will 
happen to it? 

There are members of the 
mumblecore scene here. 
How did this approach jibe 
with the horror elements?

When a page was com¬ 
pleted, he transferred the 
words onto a separate piece 
of paper using a typewriter. 

2. HE HATED MANY OF THE 
MOVIES MADE FROM HIS 
WORK 

Not one, but two films were 
made from his 1969 novel, 
The Big Bounce. The first, 
which starred Ryan O’Neal, 
“was probably the second- 
worst movie ever made,” 
Leonard said in 2004. 

3. HE HAD FANS IN ALL 
WALKS OF LIFE 

His admirers included fellow 
writers such as Saul Bellow 
and Martin Amis. George 
Clooney hung out at Leon¬ 
ard’s place while filming 
the big-screen adaptation 
of Out of Sight. Members of 
Aerosmith also visited.

tackles tales of arrested male 
adolescence and nostalgia but 
marries them with heaping 
servings of genre spectacle.

While he won’t give an ac¬ 
tual figure for the production 
budget of The World’s End, 
Wright will say it was “more 
than Hot Fuzz, but less than 
Scott Pilgrim and less than 
Paul.

Remove from the heat and 
allow to cool to room tem¬ 
perature. 

4. Puree the pepper mixture 


in a food processor or blender 
and season with salt and pep¬ 
per. Return the pepper mix¬ 
ture to the pan and reheat 
before serving. 

5. Heat the grill and cook the 
chicken fillets over medium 
heat for approximately 5 
minutes per side. 

6. Serve with the sauce.

Just about any parent will 
agree that one reason to not 
look forward to the start of 
school is homework. 

Here are some easy and ef¬ 
fective tips from Toronto Dis¬ 
trict School Board principal 
Cassandra Alviani-Alvarez on 
how to smooth the homework 
waters in your house: 

1 Reduce stress by setting 
a non-negotiable home¬ 
work time around their after¬ 
school schedules. 


2 Work with your child to 
set up a calendar showing 
eveiything that’s due over the 
course of the week or month 
and plan homework schedules 
accordingly. 

^ Help your kids get organ- 
3 ized: Set up the space, 
have all the materials they 
need on hand, and remind 
them to put finished work in 
the knapsack so it’s not forgot¬ 
ten in the morning. 

4 Remember to remain calm. 
Things get heated quickly 


if a child is having difficulty 
and you are struggling to make 
things clear. Have patience and 


look for different ways of ex¬ 
plaining the situation. 

5 Encourage your child to 
take short breaks when 
they get stuck on something. 

6 If kids are struggling to 
stay focused, try turning it 
into a game. Use a timer and 
challenge them to see how 
much they can get done in five 


or 10 minutes. 

7 It’s important to encour¬ 
age them to tiy to make 
some effort before you pitch 
in and help. Read instructions 
and get them to articulate 
what they need to do first be¬ 
fore you walk away. 

8 Resist taking over the as¬ 
signment. You want it to 


be a true reflection of your 
child’s ability. Teachers know 
when they are getting a par¬ 
ent’s work — the quality is 
veiy different. 

If your child just isn’t 
understanding a subject, 
send a note back to the teach¬ 
er explaining the difficulty so 
you can work together to help 


your child through the chal¬ 
lenging tasks. 

Praise is important. 
Make sure your child 
knows they have done a good 
job when they complete their 
work to the best of their abil¬ 
ity. Keep it positive as they go 
off to bed to set them up for 
success the next day.

Stay in the loop 



Parents. 

It won’t be long before parents 
start to think — and worry — 
about the arrival of the first 
report card. While this event 
can be stressful for parents 
and students alike, Dr. Nick 
Whitehead, the CEO of Oxford 
Learning Centres, says a key to 
eliminating such stress is open 
communication with your 
child’s school and teachers. 

“Parents and teachers may 
not have time for weekly 
sit-down meetings, or even 
lengthy telephone calls, but 
in the age of email, there’s no 
reason for parents to be out of 
the loop on what their child is 
up to at school,” he said. “Wait¬ 
ing for the first report card can 
be risky. Why wait to discover 
if your child is struggling? In¬ 
stead, regular email communi¬ 
cation with the teacher can 
lessen stress and make parents 
aware of problem areas before 
issues get out of control.” 

It’s not uncommon for par¬ 
ents to be confused by their 
child’s report card. Changing 
schedules, complicated termin¬ 
ology, and formal language add 
to the stress. 

There is plenty that parents 
can do daily to stay on top of 
their child’s academic progress. 

• Communicate with the teach¬ 


er every week. It takes five 
minutes to ask how your child 
is doing. 

• Review past report cards. 
Issues from last year are likely 
to reappear, so review previous 
reports, and watch out for re¬ 
occurring trouble. 

• Follow up when a test is re¬ 


turned to your child. How did it 
go? Were the results what you 
were expecting? 

• Don’t wait. If there are any 
issues, seek help as soon as 
you learn of them, rather than 
waiting to discuss them after 
report cards come home.

Her strength, said her col¬ 
lege coach Shauna Estes-Taylor, 
is her approach to the game.
